much since the equality plan was abandoned 
on March 14 last by the principal grocery 
jobbers of this section. 
The meeting was composed of officials of 
State wholesale grocers’ associations of 
Hinois,, Indiana, North Dakota, Nebraska, 
, Michigan, Kentucky, Missouri, Iowa, 
hio, and West Virginia. Among the lead- 
ers in attendance were Charles Off of Peoria, 
William Brace of Detroit, J. J. Hogan of La 


Crosse, Ira B. Smith of Milwaukee, Mr. Wil- 


gon of the Riley-Wilson company, Kan<as 


‘ City, and A. C. Musselman of Grand Rapids. 


President Grinsted of the National Whole- 
gale Grocers’ association was chairman of 
the meeting. No positive result was reached, 
and the meeting was adjourned for thirty 
days. The utmost secrecy was thrown around 
the proceedings, but it has become known 
that the unsatisfactory state of the sugar 
and coffee trade was the sole topic of discus- 
sion. 

The withdrawal of a large Chicago whole- 
sale grocery house from the equality plan on 
March 14 was immediately followed by the 
cutting of prices below a profit basis 
throughout the Chicago territory. The fight 
between the Woolson and the Arbuckle peo- 
ple to an equally disastrous degree disor- 
ganized the package coffee business. 

This is the second time the equality plan of 
handling sugar has been tried and abandoned 
on account of suspicions that the agreement 
to maintain prices was being secretly dis- 
regarded by some of the association mem- 
bers. The association had no means of en- 
forcing the agreement, and the sugar trust 
deciined to interfere. 

The Chicago grocery jobbers do not handle 
package coffee, except of their own roasting, 
and are consequently only remotely interest- 
ed in the coffee war, but it is generally under- 
stood the equality plan has proven no more 
‘wuccessful in the coffee trade than in the 
sugar trade.
